TRIPP  SUCCEEDS  BRISTOW 
Retiring  Secretary  Served 
Twenty-Three  Years 

Dr.  Frank  Tripp,  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  of  Montgomery,  Alabama,  for 
the  last  nine  years,  has  been  elected 
superintendent  of  Southern  Baptist 
Hospital,  New  Orleans,  to  succeed  Dr. 
Louis  J.  Bristow,  who  has  resigned 
after  23  years  of  service  in  that  office. 
Doctor  Tripp  is  well  known  through¬ 
out  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
He  has  served  on  the  Convention’s 
executive  committee  for  17  years,  and 
was  its  president  several  years.  He 
organized  the  100  Thousand  Club  for 
the  payment  of  more  than  six  million 
dollars  debts  on  Southern  Baptist 
boards  and  agencies.  He  has  been  a 
successful  pastor  in  several  States 
and  his  interest  in  the  ministry  of 
healing  has  been  manifest  where-

Hospital  Addition  To  Open  Soon 
35  Rooms  To  Be  Ready  By  May  15 


The  Mississippi  Baptist  Hospital 
within  the  next  two  months  will  have 
ready  for  occupancy  35  new  rooms  on 
the  first  and  second  floors  of  the 
five -story  addition  now  under  con¬ 
struction,  it  was  learned  yesterday 
from  D.  C.  Simmons,  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  institution. 


Built  at  a  contract  cost  of  $530,- 
772  the  addition  to  the  state’s  larg¬ 
est  hospital  when  completed  will  make 
available  a  total  of  300  beds  to  help 
alleviate  the  critical  shortage  of  hos¬ 
pital  facilities  In  Mississippi.

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$10,000  GOAL  REACHED 
BY  1ST  CHURCH,  JACKSON 
Gifts  To  Miss.  Col.  Campaign 
Total  $32,500 

A  special  collection  for  Mississip¬ 
pi  College  at  the  First  Baptist  church 
in  Jackson,  taken  with  a  goal  of 
$10,000,  has  reached  that  goal.  The 
money  is  to  be  used  in  the  current 
expansion  of  the  college  through  its 
building  program. 

This  contribution  as  a  special  col¬ 
lection  comes  after  two  years  in 
which  Miss.,  College  was  included  as 
a  special  object  in  the  church  budget, 
87,500  in  1945.  and  $15,000  In  1946. 

It  also  Is  in  addition  to  other  spec¬ 
ial  contributions  made  by  members 
of  the  First  church,  Jackson,  both 
through  designated  gifts  via  the 
church  treasury,  and  by  direct  contri¬ 
butions.

100- room  annex  Is  expected  to  be  op¬ 
ened  and  ready  for  use,  the  architect 
has  advised  Mr.  Simmons.  With  ma¬ 
terial  shortages  and  labor  difficulties 
no  definite  date  for  completion  of  the 
entire  unit  is  certain. 

Already  paid  contractors  as  of  March 
15  is  the  sum  of  $312,802  leaving  an 
unpaid  balance  of  $211,970  of  which 
amount  the  hospital  treasury  has  on 
hand  the  sum  of  $161,554. 

Approximately  $50,000  will  be  need 
ed  to  meet  this  obligation  when  the 
addition  is  completed. 

The  Baptist  Convention  Board  is 
contributing  toward  this  building  fund 
a  monthly  check  the  amount  depend¬ 
ing  on  its  receipts  while  the  hospital 
trustees  are  receiving  from  friends  of 
the  hospital  donations  on  a  weekly 
basis  to  help  care  of  the  balance  re¬ 
quired. 

At  the  same  time  rooms  are  being 
dedicated  for  $1,000  donations  and  en¬ 
tire  floors  can  be  memoralized  for 
as  much  as  $25,000.

enforcement.  They  hope  somebody  will 
save  the  situation.  They  have  vainly  1 
waited  for  somebody  else  to  take  care 
of  it.  They  think  the  law  enforcement  , 
officers  ought  to  do  the  job  that  needs  , 
to  be  done,  and  they  should,  but  too  1 
ofacn  they  do  not. 

Protection  Is  Bought 
On  the  other  hand  we  have  bad 
men  who  want  to  make  money  and 
do  not  care  how  they  make  it.  Law 
breaking  in  the  field  of  the  violation 
of  the  laws  against  gambling  and  the 
sale  of  liquor  offer  to  them  large  fi¬ 
nancial  profits.  They  are  few  In  num¬ 
ber  in  comparison  with  the  popula¬ 
tion  but  they  are  powerful.  Increas¬ 
ingly  through  the  years  they  have 
bought  protection  from  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers.  For  money  too  many 
officers  have  allowed  these  law-break¬ 
ers  to  go  unmolested.  In  several  Miss¬ 
issippi  Counties  the  total  amount  paid 
out  for  protection  annually  runs  into 
startlingly  large  figures.  In  localities 
where  officers  do  their  duty  these 
same  lawless  operators  employ  re¬ 
sourceful  lawyers.  These  lawyers  in¬ 
creasingly  have  built  up  effective  le¬ 
gal  processes  by  which  they  have  made 
more  and  more  difficult  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  law.  Again  and  again 
they  have  gone  into  the  courts  with 
technical  pleas  and  on  this  and  that 
and  the  other  ground  have  got  de¬ 
cisions  that  have  erected  barriers  in 
the  form  of  adverse  judicial  inter¬ 
pretation  of  the  law.  These  judicial 
interpretations  of  the  law  have  grad¬ 
ually  strangulated  the  life  out  of  the 
laws.  There  seems  to  be  no  end  of 
hidden  tricks  by  which  these  violaters 
of  the  law  can  get  by. 

Public  Is  Confused 
The  general  field  of  law  enforce¬ 
ment  today  is  very  much  like  the 
situation  a  farmer  would  be  In  If  he 
built  a  hundred  yards  of  fence  and 
left  a  ten  foot  gap  and  built  another 
hundred  yards  of  fence  with  another 
ten  foot  gap  and  in  that  manner 
placed  a  fence  with  those  gaps  around 
his  farm.  Applying  the  analogy  we 
find  that  the  law  is  perfectly  clear 
on  gambling,  prostitution,  the  Illegal 
sale  of  liquor,  et  cetera.  But  between 
the  prohibition  of  these  things  as  a 
crime  by  the  law  and  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  law  in  almost  every  in¬ 
stance,  there  are  gaps  through  which 
the  violator  can  go  around  the  law 
and  pursue  his  criminal  practices 
without  the  penalty  of  the  law  fall¬ 
ing  on  him.  This  fact  has  greatly  con¬ 
fused  the  public  generally  In  their 
thinking.  They  do  not  realize  how 
serious  the  situation  is  because  of 
what  has  been  done  to  the  law  by 
i  lawyers  and  court  Interpretations  that 
have  opened  holes  In  the  law  through 
which  the  criminal  can  escape.  This 
■  fact  greatly  discourages  conscientious 
1  law  enforcement  officers  and  makes 
1  almost  Impossible  the  task  of  doing 
effective  work.  , 

Three  Suggestions  Are  Made 

Three  things  are  necessary  if  we 
|  are  to  effectively  deal  with  the  situa¬ 
tion  that  confronts  us. 

First,  tfee  people  must  be  informed, 
aroused,  organized  and  enlisted  to  se- 
|  cure  the  changes  that  will  have  to 
be  made. 

.  Second,  the  friends  of  law  enforce¬ 
ment  must  develop  a  clearly  thought- 
out  legislative  program  and  do  what 


ever  he  has  lived  and  served. 

Doctor  Bristow  has  done  a  notable 
work  as  superintendent  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  in  New  Orleans.  Before  going 
there  he  had  established  the  South 
Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  and  served 
as  its  first  superintendent,  and  also 
the  Alabama  Baptist  Hospital.  When 
he  went  to  New  'Orleans  in  1924  the 
Convention  constituency  was  not  a 
unit  in  support  of  Die  hospital  work, 
and  the  infant  enterprise  had  rather 
rough  sailing  for  several  years.  There 
was  no  money  at  all,  and  Doctor  Bris¬ 
tow  lived  on  borrowed  money  for  five 
months  before  denominational  funds 
began  to  come  in.  By  his  wise,  tactful 
and  competent  management  the  hos¬ 
pital  won  Its  way  into  the  hearts  of 
the  brotherhood;  and  today  It  is  one 
of  the  outstanding  Baptist  institu¬ 
tions  in  this  country. 

Under  Doctor  Bristow’s  business 
management  the  New  Orleans  Hos¬ 
pital  has  prospered  in  a  material  way 
just  as  It  has  In  its  service.  With  no 
money  whatever  to  start  with,  the 
hospital  has  grown  until  today  it  is 
a  plant  which  has  cost  more  than  two 
and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  all  of 
which  la  ‘paid  for;  and  It  has  more 
than  half  a  million  dollars  surplus 
in  a  building  fund.  Acting  under  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Convention,  work  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  Southern  Baptist  Hospital 
in  San  Antonio  Is  now  under  way, 
with  every  prospect  of  success.  And 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  has  approved  similar  projects 
for  Jacksonville  and  Birmingham. 

Doctor  Bristow  is  the  last  of  the 
**old  guard”  among  Southwide  Baptist 
executives.  When  he  took  up  the  work 
in  New  Orleans.  Love  was  secretary 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board;  Gray 
of  the  Home  Board;  Van  Ness  of  the 
Sunday  School  Board;  Lunsford  of  the 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board;  Henderson 
of  the  Brotherhood  (then  called  Lay¬ 
men’s  Movement);  and  James  was 
secretary  of  the  now  non-existent 
Education  Board.  The  Seminary  presi¬ 
dents  then  were  Mullins,  Scarborough 
and  DeMent.

is  necessary  to  get  the  State  Legisla¬ 
ture  to  enact  that  program. 

Third,  when  this  legislative  program 
Is  enacted  into  law  It  must  equip  law 
enforcement  officers  from  the  gover¬ 
nor  to  the  one  who  has  the  smallest 
position  with  authority  and  power 
that  will  enable  them  to  do  the  job 
that  is  assigned  to  them.  At  the  same 
time  they  must  actually  be  made  re¬ 
sponsible  for  doing  their  Job.

At  times  we  have  been  amazed  and  alarmed  because  of  the  statement  from 
an  occasional  preacher  to  the  effect  that  we  are  not  to  pray  for  the  lost.  It 
Is  recalled  by  them  that  there  is  no  commandment  to  pray  for  the  lost. 

So  far  as  we  know,  there  Is  no  commandment  to  go  to  heaven.  So  far  as 
we  know,  there  is  no  commandment  to  join  the  church.  There  are  teachings 
a  plenty  in  the  Bible  pointing  to  these  things  for  anyone  doing  the  will  of  God. 

Paul  prayed  for  the  lost  as  indicated  in  Romans  10:1,  “Brethren,  my 
heart’s  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for  Israel  is,  that  they  might  be  saved.” 
Jesus  prayed  for  the  lost  as  stated  in  John  17:20,  “Neither  pray  I  for  these 
alone,  but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  me  through  their  word.”  Jesus 
here  states  that  he  is  here  praying  for  present  believers  and  also  for  those 
who  will  believe  in  the  future. 

In  I  Timothy  2:1-6  we  read  the  following:  “I  exhort  therefore,  that,  first 
of  all,  supplications,  prayers,  intercessions,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made  for 
all  men;  For  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  authority;  that  we  may  lead  a 
quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty.  For  this  Is  good  and  ac¬ 
ceptable  in  the  sight  of  God  our  Saviour;  Who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved, 
and  to  come  unto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  For  there  is  one  God,  and  one 
mediator  between  God  and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus;  Who  gave  himself  a 
ransom  for  all,  to  be  testified  in  due  time.”  Here  we  are  explicitly  admonished 
to  pray  for  all  men.  We  are  told  that  this  Is  pleasing  to  God  our  Saviour. 
The  import  in  verse  four  seems  to  be  to  the  end  that  these  men  may  be  saved. 

II  • 

We  have  found  it  easy  to  be  interested  in  all  our  work.  We  are  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  women  through  W.M.U.  We  are  also  interested  in  the  women, 
the  mothers,  the  wives,  the  sisters,  the  daughters,  and  the  sweethearts,  out 
yonder  on  the  hills  and  in  the  hollows  throughout  the  country  wo  know  nothing 
about  W.M.U.  Their  children  need  to  be  reached  also.  Their  husbands  need  to  be 
reached.  We  need  to  keep  major  items  set  up  in  our  state  Mission  program 
that  will  go  out  to  these  people.  This  is  just  one  of  the  major  reasons  why  our 
hearts  literally  hurt  for  a  great  State  Mission  program. 

Because  of  tight  finances  in  an  expanding  State  Mission  program,  this 
year  the  five  revivals  in  churchless  areas  in  each  association  were  discarded. 
Maybe  some  effort  anc^ money  were  wasted  along  this  line.  There  is  not  a 
church  anywhere,  First  Church  or  little  rural  church,  but  that  also  wastes 
some  effort  and  money.  Thank  God  some  of  it  bears  fruit.  Jesus  takes  all  of 
this  into  account  in  Matthew  13.  We  happen  to  know  that  dozens  of  people 
were  won  to  Christ,  dozens  of  others  enlisted,  churches,  Sunday  Schools,  et 
cetera,  organized  last  year  through  these  five  revivals  in  each  of  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  our  associations. 

The  State  Mission  percentage  in  Co-operative  Program  receipts  was  cut  a 
few  years  ago  in  favor  of  causes  that  do  not  reach  such  areas. 

WE  BELIEVE  JESUS  WOULD  GO  SOON  TO  THESE  PEOPLE  IF  HE  WERE 
IN  THE  FLESH  ON  THE  EARTH.  We  are  for  our  city  and  town  work.  We  have 
proved  that  again  and  again.  We  are  also  for  our  rural  work.  If  those  of  us 
living  in  the  towns  and  cities  had  only  quarter- time  services  and  lived  under 
other  conditions  that  exist  in  rural  sections,  we  would  find  our  churches  just 
as  weak  as  are  many  of  theirs. 

III 

Some  of  our  pastorless  churches  might  profitably  contact  our  seminaries. 
Some  of  our  finest  young  men  are  graduating  from  these  great  schools  at  the 
end  of  April.  We  should  bring  many  of  them  back  to  the  home  state.  Some 
Educational  Secretaries  and  Music  Directors  might  be  found  also. 

We  wish  our  pastors  would  help  us  in  gathering  some  choice  tithing  testi¬ 
monies  of  about  100  words  each.  There  are  some  experiences  that  would  stir  the 
hearts  of  the  people  if  someone  would  just  take  a  little  time  in  getting  them 
down  on  paper. 

Mississippi  Baptists  need  a  full-time  summer  assembly,  an  academy,  a 
full  radio  program,  week-end  revivals,  student  revivals,  et  cetera.  We  have 
in  recent  months  preached  in  two  week-end  revivals  in  two  different  churches 
and  found  them  spiritually  profitable  to  the  people.  These  should  be  over  and 
above  revivals.  We  have  not  been  doing  the  job  with  present  procedure,  and 
if  we  do  it  we  must  put  forth  extra  effort.  . 

IV 

The  King’s  business  requires  the  best  in  economy.  We  have  been  paying 
over  $100.00  a  month  for  hauling  the  Baptist  Record  alone.  Other  hauling  had 
to  be  paid  for.  We  now  have  a  new  truck  for  this  work.  We  already  have  two 
careful  drivers  on  our  staff.  We  believe  we  will  save  as  a  minimum  $25.00  to 
$55  oo  a  month  in  this  item  alone.  Religion  frequently  does  not  have  a  good 
name  in  the  business  world  because  of  loose  management.  We  see  no  reason 
why  it  should  be  so.

His  Work — Our  Work! 

Real  Christians  are  interested  in  all  the  work  of  Christ.  That  means  For- 
eipi  Missions.  Instead  of  500  foreign  missionaries,  we  should  have  5000  foreign 
missionaries.  That  means  Home  Missions.  Instead  of  600  home  missionaries, 
we  hould  have  1000  home  missionaries.  That  means  theological  training.  Our 
seminaries  should  receive  proper  support  for  their  great  work.  This  also  goes  for 
the  training  school.  Help  for  the  weak  and  disabled  was  a  major  in  the  minisr 
try  of  Jesus.  The  work  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  and  the  southwide  hos¬ 
pitals  come  in  here. 

This  means  State  Missions.  We  have  a  great  state  mission  program  going 
now,  and  it  should  be  adequately  supported  and  expanded  until  Christ  is 
made  known  in  every  home  in  this  state. 

Christian  Education  should  receive  adequate  support.  Many  Mississippi 
Baptists  are  loyal  to  our  Institutions.  Clarke  College  has  experienced  a  great 
revival  and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  could  not  be  the  greatest  Junior  college 
in  America.  All  of  us  were  glad  over  the  good  fortune  that  came  to  Blue 
Mountain  College  some  time  ago  in  the  instance  of  the  large  gifts.  This  did  not 
Just  happen.  A  promotional  man  has  been  in  the  field  for  twelve  or  fourteen 
years.  Blue  Mountain  had  experienced  real  financial  difficulties  at  time.  This 
office  had  been  able  and  glad  to  help  them  more  than  one  time. 

Mississippi  College,  the  elder  brother  of  all  our  institutions,  has  come  along 
In  noble  manner.  Her  friends  should  see  her  present  expansion  program  is  con¬ 
summated  victoriously. 

Mississippi  Woman’s  College  seems  to  be  really  on  her  way  to  a  great 
opening  in  September  this  year.  We  like  the  attitude  and  procedure  of  Dr. 
Rouse,  the  president.  He  is  prayerfully,  patiently,  and  persistently  pressing 
forward  in  his  plans.  The  school  has  turned  out  some  of  the  greatest  girls 
to  be  found  in  the  state  or  anywhere  else.  She  can  do  it  again.  While  at  the 
Evangelistic  Conference,  we  were  in  the  home  of  the  president  and  it  had 
been  fixed  up  in  lovely  fashion.  All  the  buildings  are  being  redecorated  and  re- 
finished.  Students  are  signing  up.  Some  money  is  coming  in,  but  not  nearly 
in  the  volume  necessary.  Now  is  the  time  to  give  adequate  support  looking  to 
the  reopening  of  this  institution. 

The  Orphanage  must  be  cared  for.  “Jesus  loves  the  little  children,”  Is  more 
than  a  song. 

Our  young  preachers  still  in  college  must  be  aided  through  Minlsteral  Ed¬ 
ucation.  They  constitute  a  worthy  group  indeed. 

The  Mississippi  Baptist  Hospital  should  be  given  funds  for  completion 
of  thid  building  project  at  an  early  date,  and  then  it  should  be  thoroughly 
equipped. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  is  rendering  a  splendid  service,  knd  will  continue 
to  receive  worthy  support. 

All  of  these  causes  are  supported  through  the  Co-operative  Program.  We 
are  well  ahead  in  receipts  over  last  year,  but  we  are  not  even  approaching  our 
$1,000,000  goal  as  yet. 

In  addition  to  all  of  this,  these  institutions  must  have  designated  funds-*, 
gifts  large  and  small  are  helpful.  " 

All  such  monies  may  be  sent  through  the  Convention  Board  office,  Bap^ 
tlst  Building.  Jackson,  Mississippi,  the  church  receiving  credit,  Jesus  receiving 
the  testimony,  and  the  institutions  receiving  the  monies. 

Last  year  the  tithe  of  Mississippi  Baptists  was  $16,000,000,  we  gave  $4,- 
500,000  to  all  causes  which  is  a  little  over  one-fourth  of  our  tithe  or  about 
3%  instead  of  10%  of  the  total  as  a  minimum.  From  the  $4,500,000  to  all  causes, 
we  gave  $1,800,000  to  causes  beyond  the  churches.  This  is  about  40%  of  the 
amount  given  and  we  think  reflects  rather  creditably  upon  the  churches  though, 
of  course,  it  should  have  been  more.

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ATTALA  OFFICERS  AND  CITIZENS 
NOT  DEPENDING  ON  B.M.  TAX 

When  the  citizens  of  a  county  or 
community  insist  that  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers  enforce  the  law,  they 
get  results.  If  they  insist  firmly  and 
presistently  enough  and  don’t  content 
themselves  with  Just  adopting  resolu¬ 
tions  and  then  "leaving  it  to  George.’’ 

Attala  is  one  of  the  counties  in 
which  the  citizens  insist  that  the  pro¬ 
hibition  laws  be  enforced.  Perfect  en¬ 
forcement  may  not  result,  but  a  news 
report  on  the  current  term  of  Circuit 
Court  in  that  county  shows  some  of 
the  results. 

One  white  man  was  fined  $1,000  and 
sentenced  to  six  months  imprisonment 
for  his  second  offense  in  having  in¬ 
toxicating  liquor  in  his  possession. 

Another  pleaded  guilty  to  possession, 
and  received  a  ten-day  jail  sentence 
in  addition  to  a  $100  fine  and  court 
costs. 

Three  who  failed  to  appear  in  court 
to  answer  charges  of  possessing  liquor 
were  fined  $100  and  judgment  entered 
on  their  bonds. 

Mistrials  were  reported  in  only  two 
cases  and,  Instead  of  the  cases  being 
carried  over  to  the  next  term  of  court, 
they  were  reset  for  trial  this  week. 

Attala  citizens  and  prosecutors  evi¬ 
dently  are  placing  no  naive  trust  in 
promises  that  collection  of  the  ten- 
percent  "Black  Market”  tax  will  put 
the  bootleggers  out  of  business  there. 
And  the  story  doesn’t  mention  that 
any  of  these  convictions  were  obtained 
through  use  of  evidence  supplied  by 
the  State  Tax  Collector  regarding  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  tax. 

The  record  still  stands,  so  far  as 
press  reports  have  revealed:  Not  a 
single  bootlegger  in  Mississippi  has 
been  convicted  on  evidence  acquired 
through  collection  of  the  "Black  Mar¬ 
ket”  tax. 

Now  it  will  be  interesting  to  watch 
the  outcome  of  a  law  enforcement 
effort  down  in  Hazlehurst,  where  250 
citizens  signed  a  petition  stating  that 
it  is  common  knowledge  that  whiskey 
and  beer  are  being  sold  in  the  city 
limits,  and  that  gambling  has  been 
carried  on,  the  petition  asking  for  bet¬ 
ter  law  enforcement. 

The  petitioners  asked  the  City 
Board  of  Aldermen  to  remedy  these 
conditions,  and  added  that  if  condi¬ 
tions  are  not  remedied,  they  will  sign 
a  petition  for  recall  of  negligent  of¬ 
ficers. — The  Clarion  Ledger

perlmental  Unit  is  an  Army  Ground 
Forces  organization  formed  at  Fort 
Knox,  Ky.  The  overall  purpose  of  the 
unit  is  to  give  trainees  six  months  of 
training,  which  is  physical,  mental,  so¬ 
cial  and  moral,  as  well  as  military.  The 
program  has  been  set  up  with  the  idea 
in  mind  of  not  only  training  the  men 
from  a  military  point  of  view,  but  also 
to  help  them  in  their  educational  ad¬ 
vancement,  in  their  vocational  decisions, 
in  their  recreational  likes,  in  their  moral 
and  religious  attitudes;  in  brief/  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  to  make  these  men  good  soldiers 
with  a  high  standard  of  thinking  and  liv¬ 
ing. 

Emphasis  On  Morals  And  Religion 

It  was  felt,  by  those  responsible  for 
the  unit,  that  there  was  the  need  for  in¬ 
creased  emphasis  on  morals  and  religion 
in  military  training.  As  a  result,  new 
ideas  are  to  be  put  into  effect  and  a  new 
approach  used  in  dealing  with  certain 
problems. 

The  usually  considered  prerogative  of 
soldiers — profanity — is  condemned  and 
made  punishable  under  the  Code  of  Con¬ 
duct,  which  will  guide  the  discipline  of 
the  men.  It  is  felt  that  men  can  express 
themselves  without  these  too-often  used 
‘adjectives'.  It  is  considered  here  to  be 
a  habit,  a  bad  habit,  and  one  which  we 
can  well  do  without. 

It  is  also  felt  that  men  who  receive 
training  under  this  program  would  pre¬ 
fer  sodas  to  beer;  thus  in  our  Post  Ex¬ 
change  a  man  can  obtain  all  the  sodas, 
milk  shakes,  malts,  etc.  that  he  may  de¬ 
sire  but  no  beer. 

In  the  specific  Moral  Bad  Religions  ac¬ 
tivity,  the  chaplain  contacts  each  man 
as  soon  as  he  enters  the  unit.  This  Is  to 
give  him  the  opportunity  of  explaining 
his  program  to  the  men  and  to  give  the 
men  an  opportunity  to  talk  with  him. 

Church  Attendance  Urged 

The  men  are  urged  to  attend  church, 
although  it  is  not  compulsory.  For  four 
weeks,  those  men  who  wish  to  attend  a 
General  Protestant  Service  do  so  in  Com¬ 
pany  Formation.  Any  man  desiring  to  at¬ 
tend  a  certain  denominational  service  is 
given  the  opportunity  and  transportation. 
Any  man,  who  has  no  desire  to  attend 
services  is  excused,  but  as  a  part  of 
moral  training  attends  a  lecture  on  a  non- 
religious  subject.  « 

Weekday  activities  include  Prayer 
Meeting,  Religious  Instruction  classes, 
choir,  and  the  Service  Men’s  Christian 
League,  a  fellowship  organization.  These 
activities  are  open  to  all  men  who  desire 
to  attend.  The  Chaplain  is  available  dur¬ 
ing  duty  hours  and  also  at  specific  off 
duty  hours  to  consult  with  the  men  on 
any  problem  they  may  have. 

The  Morals  and  Religious  program 
does  not  end  here.  It  is  carried  over 
Into  education  on  certain  social  problems

IN  HIS  STEPS  by  Charles  M.  Sheldon 
has  recently  been  printed  in  pocket  size 
edition  by  David  McKay  Company.

Published  by  Colonial  Williams¬ 
burg,  Incorporated,  Williamsburg,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  the  price  is  65  cents.  The  boklet 
tells  why  and  how  the  historic  Capital  of 
Virginia,  oldest  and  largest  of  England’s 
thirteen  American  colonies,  has  been  re¬ 
stored  to  its  Eighteenth  Century  apper- 
anre  by  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.  Along 
with  the  booklet  came  a  copy  of  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  Bill  of  Rights,  drawn  by  George 
Mason  and  adopted  by  the  Convention  of 
Delegates,  June  12,  1776.  Article  XVI 
has  the  lyistoric  and  significant  state¬ 
ment  on  religious  liberty:  “That  Re¬ 
ligion,  or  the  Duty,  which  we  owe  to 
our  Creator,  and  the  Manner  of  dis¬ 
charging  it,  can  be  directed  only  by 
Reason  and  Conviction,  not  by  Force 
or  Violence;  and  therefore,  all  Men  are 
equally  entitled  to  the  free  Exercise  of 
Religion,  according  to  the  Dictates  of 
Conscience;  and  that  it  is  the  mutual 
Duty  of  all  to  practice  Christian  for¬ 
bearance,  Love,  and  Charity,  towards 
each  other.  ’•

Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb,  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
and  brother  of  Dr.  Rowe  C.  Holcomb, 
pastor  or  First  Church,  Ko»?iusko,  will 
preach  at  Kosciusko  on  Easter  Sunday, 
April  6. 

Negro  Baptist  leaders  have  proposed 
that  the  American  Baptist  Seminary  and 
the  National  Baptist  Training  School  at 
Nashville  be  merged. 

First  Ihurch,  Texarkana,  Dr.  James 
B.  Leavell,  Pastor,  has  Just  closed  a  gra¬ 
cious  revival  to  which  Dr.  W.  Douglas 
Hudgins,  pastor  of  the  First  Church, 
Jackson,  Miss.,  did  the  preaching,  and 
Mr.  John  S.  Ramond  of  Shreveport,  La., 
led  the  singing. 

From  March  9  through  March 
19.  Dr.  W.  E.  Greene,  president, 
Clarke  Memorial  College.  Newton,  Miss¬ 
issippi  was  with  pastor,  H.  L.  Courtney 
and  the  Beacon  Baptist  Church.  Laurel, 
to  a  revival  meeting.  Porter  Courtney 
was  to  charge  of  the  music.  These  were 
ten  great  days  to  the  life  of  our  church. 
TTiere  were  19  additions  to  our  church 
with  10  coming  by  baptism.  The  church 
was  revived  and  there  were  many  evi¬ 
dences  of  blessing  from  God  throughout 
the  meeting.  With  a  close  check,  the 
findings  were  that  practically  all  of  the

Great  crowds  attended  the  serv¬ 
ices  and  keen  interest  was  manifest  in 
the  Lord's  work.  Four  people  were  add¬ 
ed  to  the  church.

Lesson  for  April  Sixth 
THE  RISEN  LORD.  John  20-21. 

I.  WHAT  LAY  BURIED  IN  JOSEPH’S 
TOMB.  The  grave  wherein  the  body 
of  the  Savior’s  body  lay  was  the  sign 
and  proof  of  Death’s  victory  over  life. 
It  was  the  sign  of  the  triumph  of  the 
enemies  of  Jesus,  and  held  a  body 
which  left  the  world  without  God’s 
Christ. 

Personal  to  His  disciples  of  course 
was  the  sense  of  Irreparable  loss  when 
they  learned  that  Joseph  had  rolled 
a  stone  against  the  door  of  the  tomb 
which  held  the  key-cold  body  of  their 
Teacher  and  Lord.  Grief  unutterable 
at  the  enormity  of  the  event  which 
had  bereft  them  of  their  Hope  and 
Guide  and  Stay  smote  them  into  dazed 
and  bewildered  silence.  But  the  con¬ 
sequences  to  this  little  company  were 
lost  in  the  stupendous  consequence 
to  the  world. 

For  in  that  sealed  tomb  lay  a  dead 
conception  of  God.  Brief  days  before 
His  death  Jesus  had  said  to  Philip, 
“He  that  hath  seen  Me  hath  seen 
the  Father’’;  not,  “He  that  hath  heard 
My  words",  or,  “He  that  hath  beheld 
my  deeds,  but  “He  that  hath  seen 
Me”,  hath  seen  my  God.”  In  saying 
this.  He  proclaimed  a  truth  of  uni¬ 
versal  application.  Every  man  re¬ 
veals  his  God  by  what  he  is  himself. 
Every  man  has  a  God,  however  much 
he  may  deny  with  his  lips  his  belief 
in  all  and  every  god.  The  God  of  any 
man  is  that  to  which  he  yields  the 
devotion  and  energy  of  His  life.  It  may 
be  the  pursuit  of  pleasure,  the  strife 
for  fame,  the  delving  for  gold;  but 
ruling  from  the  center  of  every  life 
is  some  master  passion,  desire,  idea. 
That  master  passion  will  stand  on  his 
pillow  while  the  man  is  asleep  and 
chisel  its  own  characters  on  his  chin 
and  cheek  and  brow.  That  passion  will 
build  sandbars  and  place  boulders  of 
desire  in  the  course  of  the  current  of 
his  thought  to  alter  its  course  and 
direct  its  flow  into  the  pool  of  its  own 
purpose.  There  comes  a  time  when  ev¬ 
ery  man  can  say,  “He  that  hath  seen 
me,  hath  seen  my  God”.  Here,  then, 
was  the  end  of  Jesus,  God  in  very 
person,  dead  and  sealed  inside  a  tomb. 

In  that  tomb  lay  the  corpse  of  an 
ideal.  “He  that  followeth  Me  shall 
not  walk  in  darkness,  but  shall  have 
the  light  of  life”.  He  claimed  to  have 
fulfilled  In  His  own  being  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  human  life,  to  have  attained 
unto  the  stature  of  the  ideal  man. 
And  now  the  Man  lay  dead  buried, 
and  in  Him  the  ideal. 

Sealed  also  in  the  tomb  was  a  pas¬ 
sion  to  redeem.  “The  Son  of  Man 
came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which 
was  lost”.  No  man  else,  no  philosoph¬ 
er  else,  no  leader  else  ever  proposed 
to  himself  or  to  others  a  life  program 
like  that.  To  rescue  the  ruined,  to  re¬ 
build  the  wrecked,  to  rescue  the  per¬ 
ishing,  to  seek  and  find  and  shepherd 
the  lost  to  safety,  to  breathe  the 
breath  of  life  divine  Into  hearts  that 
are  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins:  this 
the  passion  to  redeem,  invested  in  no 
other  person  before  Him,  and  now 
that  passion  lay  in  the  tomb. 

A  dead  religion  lay  within  that 
tomb.  That  religion  was  fundamental¬ 
ly  faith  in  God  and  In  God-touched 
man,  a  religion  with  its  peculiar  pro¬ 


cesses  all  working  toward  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Divine  heart  In  the  glo¬ 
rification  of  man. 

II-  WHAT  JOSEPH'S  EMPTY  TOMB 
REVEALED.  We  have  considered  a 
number  of  Invaluable  things  that  the 
closed  tomb  concealed  while  the  hor¬ 
rid  herdes  of  hell  hurled  their  raucous 
howls  of  triumph  as  they  held  high 
carnival  above  the  grace  of  God.  But 
their  short-lived  success  is  ended.  He 
is  risen,  as  He  said,  and  “the  stone  is 
rolled  back”  that  devils  may  see  and 
shudder,  and  angels  and  men  may 
behold  and  rejoice  that  the  grave  of 
God  is  empty,  once  new  and  forever. 
All  that  we  have  said  was  concealed 
by  the  closed  tomb  is  now  revealed 
by  the  same  tomb  empty. 

The  empty  tomb  reveals  a  Lord  set 
free  from  the  bonds  of  death.  Death 
could  not  keep  his  prey. 

The  empty  tomb  reveals  a  Lord 


alive  forever  more.  He  paid  the  ulti¬ 
mate  price  of  the  sinner's  redemp¬ 
tion,  and  the  power  to  which  the  debt 
was  due  could  not  hold  Him  after  the 
debt  was  settled.  He  is  our  risen,  reign¬ 
ing  Lord. 

The  empty  tomb  reveals  the  triumph 
of  love  incarnate  over  hate,  of .  the 
lordship  of  life  over  death. 

The  empty  tomb  reveals  the  pow¬ 
er  of  God  to  raise  the  dead,  and  the 
consequent  guarantee  of  the  believer’s 
resurrection. 

The  empty  tomb  sets  the  seal  of 
God  to  the  words  of  Jesus.  His  promise 
Is  to  keep  His  own  through  trial  and 
tempest  till  the  time  appointed  by 
the  Father,  and  then  to  gather  them 
to  Himself  without  the  loss  of  one. 
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‘The  Miraele  mt  the  Bells’’  is  a  novel

Or  you  may  give  these  remarks  the 
title  of  “Firing  Blank  Cartridges",  if 
you  wish.  It  is  to  tell  you  about  a 
sermon  which  I  recently  heard,  and 
you  and  I  can  draw  such  lessons  from 
it  as  may  seem  pertinent  and  profi¬ 
table.  The  preacher  was  not  a  Baptist, 
and  the  church  was  not.  It  was  the 
closing  service  of  a  two  week’s  revival 
meeting. 

We  commonly  suppose  that  such  a 
service  should  be  directed  to  drawing 
the  net  and  securing  the  largest  pos¬ 
sible  ingathering  of  souls  into  the 
kingdom.  The  singing  had  been  done 
in  a  manner  to  satisfy  cultured  tastes 
and  was  not  without  inspiration. 

The  preacher  came  upon  the  plat¬ 
form  when  the  “atmosphere”  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  sufficiently  warm  and 
electric.  He  was  dressed  in  a  manner 
to  satisfy  the  most  fastidious  taste. 
His  reading  of  the  scripture  and  an¬ 
nouncement  of  his  text  were  drama¬ 
tically  faultless. 

The  text  was  a  good  one,  well  suited 
for  an  evangelistic  message  and  ap¬ 
peal.  It  was  from  the  prophecy  of 
Daniel,  the  .well-known  words,  "Thou 
art  weighed  in  the  balances  and  art 
found  wanting”.  He  described  Vie 
feast  of  Belshazzar  in  great  detail, 
with  great  clarity,  and  impressiveness. 
You  could  see  the  whole  procedure, 
the  flowing  garments,  the  ruby  wine 
(you  could  almost  smell  it),  the  beau¬ 
tiful  women,  the  vessels  of  gold,  the 
careless  carousal,  everything.  I  have 
never  heard  a  more  eloquent  or  dra¬ 
matic  portrayal  in  the  pulpit  or  any¬ 
where  else.  It  was  charming,  admira¬ 
ble.  It  beat  Daniel  a  hundred  miles. 

This  took  about  twenty  minutes  of 
his  time,  while  the  audience  sat  en¬ 
tranced.  Then,  as  everybody  antici¬ 
pated,  he  came  to  the  application  of 
the  story.  The  text  was  well  chosen  for 
this  purpose:  “Thou  art  weighed  in 
the  balances  and  art  found  wanting”. 
This  was  the  handwriting  on  the  wall, 
which  was  before  the  eyes  of  King  Bel¬ 
shazzar.  And  this  was  the  judgment 
pronounced  upon  him. 

What  was  the  application  made  by 
the  eloquent  minister? 

1.  Our  social  system  is  weighed  in 
the  balances  and  found  wanting.  • 

2.  Our  political  system  ditto. 

S.  Our  racial  relations  ditto. 

4.  Our  economic  system  ditto. 

These  were  expounded  and  con¬ 
demned. 

But  there  was  one  word  in  the  text 
he  overlooked.  It  was  the  first  word 
in  the  text.  The  word  "Thou”.  No  in¬ 
dividual  approach,  or  appeal  or  con¬ 
demnation. 

I  do  not  recall  anything  in  the  Bi¬ 
ble  about  systems.  But  I  do  remember 
a  prophet  said  to  a  sinning  king, 
"Thou  art  the  man”.  And  Nathan  had 
good  results. 

What’s  the  matter  with  modern¬ 
ism?  Much  everyway,  but  for  two 
things,  it  has  overlooked  sin  in  the 
individual  soul  and  salvation  through 
the  blood  of  Christ.  And  it  gets  no 
results.

The  quarter  has  already  begun 
but  it  is  never  too  late  to  enlist  peo¬ 
ple  for  Bible  reading,  so  write  today 
for  as  many  of  the  leaflets  as  you  will 
use.  This  crusade  must  be  continued 
each  quarter  through  the  year  to  make 
it  a  success. 


Dr.  Franks  Resigns 
1st  Church,  Columbus 

Goes  to  Genevo,  Switzerland, 
To  Aid  in  European  Relief 

After  serving  almost  26  years  Dr. 
J.  D.  Franks  has  resigned  the  pas¬ 
torate  of  the  First  Church,  Columbus, 
to  go  to  Geneva,  Switzerland,  where 
he  and  Mrs.  Franks  will  represent 
Southern  Baptists  with  Church  World 
Service  in  its  relief  and  reconstruction 
program  in  Europe.  The  period  of  ser¬ 
vice  calls  for  at  least  one  year,  and 
will  likely  last  much  longer.  They  go 
on  a  missionary's  salary.  (Editor’s 
note:  We  suspect  that  this  means  a 
very  large  salary  decrease!. 

Church  World  Service  will  offer  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Franks  perhaps  the  most 
outstanding  position  of  worldwide  re¬ 
sponsibility  they  have  ever  had.  Be¬ 
ing  associated  with  representatives 
from  all  Baptist  and  Protestant 
churches  in  their  great  relief  and  re¬ 
construction  work  among  the  distress¬ 
ed  peoples  and  churches  in  war-de¬ 
vastated  Europe  will  give  unique  and 
marvelous  privileges  and  opportunities 
in  Kingdom  service,  and  in  a  period 
of  service,  which  more  than  any  other 
perhaps,  shall  determine  the  destiny 
of  the  world. 

Dr.  Franks’  pastorate  at  Columbus 
has  been  outstanding.  Since  coming 
to  Columbus  in  1921  there  have  been 
more  than  4.900  additions  with  almost 
1,600  of  these  coming  to  baptism.  The 
membership  roll  has  grown  from  541 
to  2,700.  Contributions  to  denomina¬ 
tional  missions  have  totalled  $211,280 
and  to  local  work  and  buildings  $541,- 
346.  The  church  plant  Is  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  imposing  in  the  state. 

During  Dr.  Franks’  pastorate  the 
church  has  shown  great  interest  In 
student  work  at  Mississippi  State  Col¬ 
lege  for  Women,  which  is  located  at 
Columbus.  Dr.  Franks  has  given  much 
time  and  though  to  a  "workshop” 
which  will  adequately  house  the  stu¬ 
dent  religious  work  at  M.  8.  C.  W. 
Architects  plans  have  been  drawn  for 
a  building  to  cost  approximately  $60,- 
000  of  which  about  $28,000  has  al¬ 
ready  been  contributed. 

In  leaving  First  Church,  Columbus, 
Dr.  Franks  leaves  one  of  the  greatest 
churches  in  the  Southern  Baptist  con¬ 
vention.  The  church  has  a  vision,  a 
great  church  program  that  is  well- 
balanced  from  a  spiritual,  social,  edu* 
cation al  and  religious  standpoint.  A 
great  field  of  service  supported  by  a 
great  group  of  Bible- loving  Baptists 
awaits  the  leadership  of  whoever  is 
called  to  succeed  Dr.  Franks.

His  heart  Is  simply  burning  because  of  all  the  pressing  needs  and  cries  of 
distress  around  him.  He  wants  his  church  to  go  somewhere  for  Christ  in  meet¬ 
ing  these  needs.  He  cannot  get  his  people  to  do  this  by  sitting  or  standing  like 
a  tombstone  with  the  epitaph  already  written. 

We  doubt  If  there  is  a  dynamic  denominational  worker  anywhere  but 
that  has  some  opportunist  preacher  or  opportunist  laymen  wanting  to  talk 
about  him  driving  people.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  from  what  we  know  about  de¬ 
nominational  workers  we  have  yet  to  find  one  who  wants  to  drive  anybody. 
Personally,  as  minister,  former  pastor,  and  demoinational  worker,  we  whould 
not  give  two  cents  for  anybody  who  has  to  be  driven.  We  like  to  lead  people, 
and  we  think  It  comes  natural  for  the  Christian  to  love  people.  Loving  people, 
as  a  rule,  we  find  they  may  be  led.  Jesus  said,  “If  you  love  me,  keep  my  com¬ 
mandments.”

WINDHAM  LEADS  PINOLA  AND  SI- 
LOAM  PINOLA  PLANS  TO  ERECT 
NEW  CHURCH 

Rev.  V.  C.  Windham  Is  pastor  of  Pl- 
nola  and  Siloam  churches  in  Simp¬ 
son  County  with  residence  in  Pinola. 
He  is  a  native  of  Jones  County  and  a 
graduate  of  Clarke  Memorial  College, 
Newton.  Before  attending  Clarke  Col¬ 
lege,  he  received  Theological  training 
at  the  New  Orleans  Seminary. 

All  of  his  pastoral  work  was  done  in 
Jackson  county  prior  to  the  past  eigh¬ 
teen  months.  Before  coming  to  Simp¬ 
son  County,  he  was  pastor  of  Rich¬ 
land  near  Jackson.  While  there  the 
church  went  full  time,  and  a  pastori- 
um  was  almost  completed. 

Siloam  has  gone  from  one  fourth  to 
half  time.  All  departments  of  the  SB. 
have  been  organized,  and  the  six 
point  record  system  adopted.  The 
Training  Union  is  doing  a  great  work. 
There  are  three  adult  unions  and  one 
for  each  of  the  other  departments. 

Pinola  already  had  a  well  organized 
SB.  and  B.T.U.  and  their  greatest  need 
was  the  challenge  of  a  leader.  Two 
new  auxiliaries  have  been  added  to 
the  WM.U.,  making  an  organization 
for  each  group  of  girls  and  boys.  Plans 
are  being  completed  for  the  building 
of  a  new  church.  We  feel  that  God 
can  use  the  pastor  and  the  people  to 
get  this  task  accomplished. 
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The  average  teacher  in  the  United 

States  receives  $37  per  week,  less  $5.00 
for  taxes.  Her  dollar  will  buy  only  74 
cents  as  compared  with  the  1939  dollar. 
Teachers’  salaries  have  gone  up  less 
than  20  per  cent  since  1939  compared  to 
a  60  per  cent  increase  for  industrial  work¬ 
ers. 

When  word  got  around  that  the  Manilla 

office  of  The  American  Bible  Society  had 
received  a  large  shipment  of  Ilocano 
Bibles  and  Testaments,  customers  got 
there  as  early  as  6:30  a.m.  to  replace 
their  copies  of  the  Scriptures  lost  or  des¬ 
troyed  during  the  war.  The  Society’s 
Manilla  office,  partially  destroyed  by 
war,-  now  has  a  tarpaulin  for  its  roof. 

"Possibilities  Unlimited”  is  the  way 
a  chaplain  described  the  opportunities 
for  The  American  Bible  Society's  work 
in  Japan.  To  meet  this  challenge,  the 
Society  is  In  the  process  of  publishing 
1,500.000  Japanese  New  Testaments  and 
100,000  Bibles.  Thousands  of  these  have 
already  reached  and  been  distributed 
in  the  conquered  empire. 

During  1947  one  million  people  will 
receive  in  the  mail  a  sheet  of  Bible  Seals 
from  the  American  Bible  Society,  in  its 
promotion  of  the  9th  annual  Bible  Seal 
campaign.  An  Intensified  program  has 
been  inaugurated  this  year  necessitated 
by  the  need  for  funds  to  meet  the  many 
calls  for  Scriptures  from  all  parts  of 
the  world.

After  serving  as  pastor  of  luka 
church  for  nine  years.  Rev.  R.  E.  Pate 
has  resigned  and  accepted  the  pasto¬ 
rate  of  the  Baptist  church  at  Guin, 
Alabama. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Pate 
the  luka  church  made  pleasing  pro¬ 
gress  along  all  lines  of  service.  Not 
only  did  Pastor  Pate  lead  the  luka 
church  but  he  was  the  friend  of  all 
the  Baptist  work  in  Tishimingo  county 
and  the  surrounding  territory.  Edi¬ 
tor’s  note:  He  certainly  did  promote 
the  Baptist  Record  in  several  chur¬ 
ches  -  even  paid  for  it  in  one  or  two 
cases.

In  a  Monthly  Worker’s  Council  last 
August,  the  Superintendent  led  the 
S.  S.  workers  to  launch  a  program  to 
attain  the  Standard  of  Excellence. 
An  attendance  goal  of  225  was  set  and 
on  that  Sunday  first  in  September 
there  were  276  in  attendance. 

The  average  attendance  for  the 
past  six  months  has  been  230  with 
February  having  the  highest  monthly 
average  of  258.  Only  three  times  has 
the  attendance  dropped  below  200.  The 
Sunday  school  enrollment  has  grown 
during  this  period  from  360  to  449. 
Standard  of  Excellence  requirements 
were  met  during  the  October -Decem¬ 
ber  quarter  and  the  Standard  award 
has  been  received. 

An  attendance  goal  of  300  double 
the  number  a  year  before,  was  set 
for  the  school  for  February  23.  On 
that  Sunday  there  were  334  in  attend¬ 
ance. 

The  thing  which  has  contributed 
the  most  to  this  remarkable  growth 
has  been  the  program  of  visitation. 
Absentees  are  contacted  weekly  and 
a  Monthly  Visitation  Day  has  been  in¬ 
stituted.
